THA-SHOP GIRLS AND THEIR 
PAY, 
— 
SMALL WEEKLY EARNINGS FOR LONG 
HOURS. 
* Unlike most ofteial ot eemi-official docu 
ments, the report ixaued of an inquiry con- 
ducted by the Women's Industrial Council 
on the Yifa and status of the tos-shop girl 
is something more thin a dry-as-dust 
airvey, mide up of fearsome statiatical 
tables and cold, indigestible facts. : 
It igs human document, and the insight 
into the psychology of the tea-shup girl ree 
vealed by the writer, Misa Barbara Drake, 
is a feature of the report that will carry an 
appeal far beyond tho circumscribed circles 
A economists and social reformers, 
IN THE 8ACH\L SCALE, 
“The place of the tea-shop waitress in 
the aocial scale,” Miss Barabrn ‘Drake 
explains, ‘is somewhat difficult to fix. 
More refined than the factory girl, sho 
iv said to be a degreo less educa‘et than 


-| the shop assistant, and a degree more in- 


dependent than the domestic servant. 
The typo varies, however, with that of the 
customer she serves. | 

“Tn tho cheag er kind of ten-shopa many 
girls como from, and some retura to, fre 
tory work; athers have been hotel or 
damestic servants, and many are daughters 
of tradesmen. Another type, again, is ono 
nearer to that of the actress or chorus cirl, 
and in an ogeasional instance here or there 
the, waitress by birth and troeding is’s 
Indy.” 

Ai waitresses, however, hava one char. 
acteriatic in common, Each of them is a 
marrying girl, and to the workgirl of 
eighteen who means to marry, and to 
marry well, the tenshop haa something 
of the fascination of the ballroom for the 
leigured Indy of another class, 


KMALL PAY, LONG HOURS. 
When Miss Drake comes to the back- 
ground of the picture she lays on the 
colours with relentless realism. One 
pound a week, or a little over, is the 
maximum wage of the tea-shop waitresa, 
An averaga of 138. net ie a first-clags wage. 
A’ more common sum, after the usual 
Ja, Gd. deduction for the midday meal, is 
1 12s., and many adult waitresses carn less. 
Nor is thiy modest wage always received in 
full, for in addition to the deduction for 
food many firms charge for break» ges aa 
‘|well. -This is the pay for long hours «f 
work, for the tea:shop day works out bo 
ten and « half or elaven hours. 
Qut of twelve typical cases of waitresses’ 
earoings and hours of work enumerated in 
tho report, two or three may bet ken as 
examples. One girl, employed by a firm 
which has 2,200 waitresses, received in all 
16s. 9d. a week, for which she worked 63 
hours, “he lived atahostel, the cont of 
board and lodging amounting to 10s, Gd. 
Another girl, employed by s firm witha 
staff of 1,000, had to work 60 hours 5 week 
for 16s, 3d. ‘ Anothor ense quoted is that 
of a girl who hos to work 78 hours for 133, 
a week, 5 
: NOT AN UNHAPPY LIFE. 

Yet Miss Barbara Drake sasures ug the 
life of the Lea-shop waitress is not, on the 
whole, an unhappy one. '+ Something at 
least. is hers of the gnicty and excitement 
which are to her the’ ideal life. . . Throe 
or four girls, out of avery staff of twelve or 
fourteen, are said to bo taken out or other- 
wise treated by customers, The drive in 
the taxi, the dinner at the reata*rant, of 
the theatre, sweet flatteries and pretty 
things, after a long day inthe ahop—the 
delights of the ovening out are almost, 
irresistible. < 
“For many couples the proceeding is 
innocent enough. With the young man, 
the clerk or shop-sssistant, little or 
nothing removed frum the class of the 
waitress herself, marriage is not the infre- 
quent result, Jt is the. older man, the 
married man, the- so-called ‘gentleman’ 
of another claan, who is said to be respon- 
sible for the dark places of a waitzess’s 
career, Nevertheless,, comparatively fow 
girls come to grief altogether—the waitress 
is little known to the rescuo worker. Her 
trade requires her to ba a girl of ‘ savoir- 
faire’ and quick purts, and sho is able as 
4 rulo to take care of herself,” 

THE REMEDY. , 

The need for reform in the tea shop 
trade, the report states in conclusion, may 
be summed up in the formula which,’ in 
ong degree or avothor, applies to evory 
wormay's trado—low wagoa and long hours. 
As all offorts to organise a trade union of 
tea-shop omployees havo failed .go far, the 
only remedy left, according to the writer, 
for raising the prosent low standard of con- 
ditions, isan extension of the Trado 
rda Act. eee

French Painter's Idea of Harmony 
from Lite.. : 


Futurism sin music, the art of 


making horrid noises, is the next thing

the artivtie world has to face, says the 
Paris correspondent of the ‘+ Daily News 
and Leader." The originator of the idea 
is M. Luigi Russolo, whose vocation is 
that of a painter, His idea is to have 
‘symphonies of heman life,'’ composed 
of w multiplication of the everyday sounds 
which go to make up the daily experi- 
ened. :
